e Updated definitions include: Animal intact and altered, dog kennel, household pets, microchip,
mistreatment and neglect, pet shop, quarantine, service animal and veterinarian clinic.
e  General regulations have been broken down into separate articles.
o  Added “New” which includes: Humane care, keeping of Hares and rabbits, service animals, apiary, bee
keeping and rabies control.
e Public Nuisance include habitual violators behaviors that endanger health and the community,
accumulation of waste, and destruction of property.
e Additional definition of exotic animals.
e Updated barking ordinance and running at large ordinance.
e Impound and licensing improvements.

2. Water and Sanitary Sewer Utilities — Public Works Construction Contract

Dan Giroux, Town Engineer, presented the board with a request for potential authorization with regard to major
water and sanitary sewer utility work for the North Municipal Complex Public Works Facility service center. The
Core and Shell project is the first use of the North Municipal Community Services campus at 4™ Street and Truman
Avenue. The Public Works facility and all of Old Town Bennett, are supported by certain key, new water main
and sanitary sewer main improvements and connections on the North Municipal Complex (NomCom) property.
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Improvements include:
e  An 18-inch sanitary sewer pipeline, extending form the Town’s Wastewater Treatment Facility (WWTF)
on East 38" Avenue, south to Truman Avenue near 3" Street.
e A 12-inch potable water pipeline, extending from the Town’s Converse Road water system, east, to the
east property line of the NomCom parcel

The Town has the potential for significant property, neighborhood, area and community benefit from these
improvements. The Town has been and is continuing to work to install these improvements as expeditiously as
possible.
